17- One of the 
features of the Federal Farm Loan 
act which makes a strong appeal to 
farm ers is th a t It compels them g ra d ­ 
ually to retire 
their 
indebtedness 
through a long or short period of 
years. 
This process is called am or­ 
tization. 
Under It the interest and 
principal ar* paid off in equal annual 
or sem i-annual Installm ents th ro u g h ­ 
out the period of the loan so th a t at 
the end of th*; term of the mortgage 
the borrower is out of debt. 
All loans under the Farm Loan Act 
are made under the am ortization or 
installm ent plan. 
Since tile borrow­ 
er Inglns paying off his debt the first 
•year after he gets it, and because a 
long time loan is best suited to farm ­ 
ers, borrower under tills act are per­ 
mitted to execute mortgages to run 
from five to forty years at th eir op­ 
tion.
